DEATH OF 
W. H. DUNCAN 

A Well Known and Highly Re¬ 
spected Citizen Died Mon¬ 
day of Cancer. 

In the death of Mr. Wm. H. Duncan, 
which occurred Monday night at 7:30 
o’clock, Washington county lost one of 
its best and most ’righly respected citi¬ 
zens. Mr. Duncan had been ill tor about 
a year, suffering from a cancer, and for 
the Dast few weeks had been confined 
to his home, a great sufferer from this 
terrible malady but a very patient and 
heroic one. At no time did he rebel 
against his fate, but realizing that his 
end was near, while regretting to leave 
his loved ones, he was prepared to go 
and looked forward to a brighter and 
happier life beyond the grave. Al¬ 
though Mr. Duncan had been a great 
sufferer his last few days were not filled 
with suffering and he died easily and 
without pain. 

Mr. Duncan was a member of one of 
Washington county’s oldest and best 
families. He was born forty-nine years 
ago on the old home place near Pleas¬ 
ant Grove snd had spent nearly the 
whole of his life in that community, 
where he was engaged in farming. He 
was the son of the late Wm. Henry and 
Mary E. Duncan. On May 18, 1898, he 
was married to eMiss Lillie Kelly who 
with their three imall children survive 
the deceased. Mr. Duncan is also sur¬ 
vived by the following brothers and sit¬ 
ters: Messrs. Thos. and G. D. Duncan, 
Mrs. Nannie Leachman, Mrs. L. N. 
Reed, Miss Ella Duncan and Miss Sue 
Duncan, of Springfield, Mrs. Alice Funk 
and Messrs. Jas. C. and Ed Duncan, of 
Louisville. 

The funeral services were conducted 
at Pleasant Grove church this morning 
by Rev. W. T. Overstreet and Rev. 
Haynes and the body interred in the 
family lot in Pleasant Grove cemetery. 

Mr. Duncan was a quiet : man. unob¬ 
trusive and unostentatious in his man¬ 
ner. He attended strictly to his own 
business and did not interest himself in 
his neighbors affairs unless by doing so 
he could be of benefit to them. He was 
scrupulously honest and square in all 
his dealings, thereby winning the re¬ 
spect of all with whom he came in con¬ 
tact, and these will grieve to know that 
this upright man had to be taken while 
yet in the pri me of life. 

BIG MISfAKE 


Danville Man Sent to The Peni¬ 
tentiary For Two Years 
Stays 22 Years. 

Frankfort, Ky., Mirch 5.-Aninjus¬ 
tice which was done a negro, at that 
time a convict, jtwenty years ago, was 
corrected this afternoon by Acting Gov. 
Cox, in so far as the State can now do 
anything for the man. Gov. Cox issued 
a pardon to the negro, and a good home 
has been provided for him. After serv« 
20 years for a crime which he did 
not commit, the negro, Henry Smith, 
was released from the penitentiary late 
this afternoon. 

The case is an interesting one. Smith 
formerly lived in Danville. He was ar¬ 
rested on the charge of receiving stolen 
property, some twenty-two years ago, 
and sentenced to the penitentiary for 
two years. At that time convicts work¬ 
ed outside the walls of the penitentiary 
by the contractors, and Smith was sent 
to Rockcastle county, where he was 
employed with the gang of convicts. 
He was handcuffed with a prisoner 
named Morgan Johnson, one day, ingo¬ 
ing to work. Johnson complained to 
the guard that the cuff was too tight, 
and when the guard unlocked the cuff, 
Johnson grabbed the guard's revolver 
and shot him. The guard w^s instantly 
killed, and Johnson escaped. , So far as 
the records show he never was cap¬ 
tured. 

Smith wandered about for three days 
with his hands still locked in the cuffs 
and then was arrested. He was tried 
as an accessory to the murder of the 
guard and convicted, being given a life 
sentence in the penitentiary. This was 
in 1884. Since that time Smith has been 
a good prisoner, and the pardon was 
asked for by the prison officials, who 
believe that Smith had nothing to do 
with the murder of the guard.

O'Bryan, Assessor of Washington Coun¬ 
ty; Jas., Joseph; Robert, J. J. O’Bryan 
and Mrs. J. Rich Smith. 

Funeral services were held Saturday 
morning at St. Rose church and the in¬ 
terment was in St. Rose cemetery. 

A NOVEL CITY 


A Negro Settlement Suburban to 
Shelbyville With Modern 
Equipments. 


Shelby Sentinel: Shelbyville has one 
barrister who is both good looking and 
promising—very. He tias lately pur¬ 
chased a small tract of land adjoining a 
mill-property near our city. The sky¬ 
ward tendency of the price of tobacco 
was the moving cause of the purchase. 
On a portion of hi* newlv acquired farm 
h«'will •'row about 12 or 13 acres of the 
weed but that is beside the question. 
The point that the writer desires to call 
special attention to is a small spot of 
about 4 acres cut off by the Southern 
Railway. On this portion the aforesaid 
barrister has in mind one of the largest 
undertakings and one of the most 
unique and interesting that was ever 
attempted in this or any other portion 
of this broad and fair land of ours. It 
is nothing other than a model up to-date 
negro village with modern improve¬ 
ments, etc. 

The plat, he has a plat, fresh from 
the hands of a surveyor, has avenues, 
streets, boulevards and Bites for public 
buildings. In -all there are 51 lots each 
with a frontage of 35 f et and 100 feet 
deptn. On all these lots he propooes to 
build a two room and kitchen cottage 
that will bring him in $7.00 per month. 

Articles of incorporation will disclose 
the new city’s name as Lincoln Park 
and the new city will be included in 
cities of the sixth class. It will be pen¬ 
tagonal in shape and on the five corners 
will be found pretentious buildings. On 
one a school house, another a sub sta¬ 
tion postoffice, another still a water, 
light and heating plant, the fourth a 
city court and a police station and the 
fifth a Lodge room and dance hall. In 
the center will be a Union church. 

The streets will bear such names 
Foraker Boulevard, Emancipation Ave¬ 
nue, Chancery Lan -, etc. A competent 
architect has furnished an estimate of 
the cost ot construction at $40,000. Our 
barrister expects to sell shares in the 
new enterprise at $100 each and wHll 
doubt shortly offer them upon the mar¬ 
ket publicly. 

An important fact that must not be 
overlooked is that the salaries of the 
preacher and the teachers are to be 
borne bv the incorporators. The chil¬ 
dren are to be given the free use of 
books in the school besides. 

There is also .in contemplation a gym¬ 
nasium, a ball team, golf links, a tennis 
court and a public iibrary besides a 
track where trie natives can make and 
break records that will cause Dorando 
to look like a drug on the market.

Presented by Mr. J. A. Boulware, in An Inter¬ 
esting Letter to Friends In Wash¬ 
ington County. 


Saturday, March 6, 1909. —W. F. 
Grigsby, Esq., Springfield, Ky.-My 
Dear Sir:—You requested to hear from 
me when I left for the Sunny South. I 
left Louisville the night of Feb. 16, and 
after a comfortable night’s ride over 
the L. & N. 1 reached Atlanta, Ga. 
Here I stopped for a day's sight-seeing. 

I first went to the Union stock vards; 
saw enough mules and horses to supply 
the entire South in my judgment. Here 
I found my friends, W. T. Smith and 
Dickerson, from St. Mary’s Ky., with 
a load of good Kentucky horses, which 
they were selling at good prices. After 
viewing the Capitol building and other 
places of interest I left Atlanta, arriv¬ 
ing at Jackaonville, Fla., the 18th at 
noon. 

Jacksonville is a progressive, hustling 
city of 65,000 people. It is located on 
the St. John River about 18 miles from 
the ocean inlet. It has all kinds of peo¬ 
ple and all kinds of business. It is the 
distributing point for all of Southern 
Florida. The big ocean steamers come 
in through the inlet and unload their | 
immense cargo in the Jacksonville bar-1 
bora. I saw the Steamer Huron from 
New %ork unloading. She had several | 
hundred passengers and 750 tons of 
freight. The freight, all in one pile, 
would fill one of our large tobacco 
barns. While at the dock I saw a fish 
boat of oysters selling at $1.00 for a 
flour barrel full. 

While here I took in the Florida State 
Fair and Exposition. There is no live 
stock raised h^re to exhibit; have not 
sufficient grass for a milk -cow. They 
had a wonderful display of semi-tropi¬ 
cal vegetables, fruits, flowers, melons, 
etc. 

I was greatly interested in the dis¬ 
play of tobacco. It was of the Sumatra 
Wrapper variety. The stalks grow 
eleven feet high and it produces 1,600 
pounds per acre They receive 50 cents 
a pound for it. They sow the seeds in 
beds in the early part of February; in 
forty or fifty days transplant in the 
fields. It grows in the shade. After it 
is planted they plant posts twelve feet 
high and cover with slats an inch thick 
and 1} inches apart. We think our 
White Burley is much trouble to grow. 
It is very little work compared with 
Florida tobacco. 

As you know. Jacksonville had a $10,- 
000,000 fire in 1901 which burned over 
ten acres of territory. The city has 
since been rebuilt with substantial 
stone, steel, concrete and cement build 
ings. The city and county public build 
ings are modern, commodious struc¬ 
tures. 

After remaining here four days I 
went twenty eight miles farther South 
to the ancient city ot St. Augustine 
This, as you know, is said to be the old¬ 
est city in the United States. It bas 
about eight or ten thousand people and 
was settled by the Spanish. I saw 
houses, forts, etc., said to have been 
built four hundred years ago. It is 
principally a city of hotels and tounsts. 
Two of the finest hotels in the world are 
the Ponce De Leon and the Alcazor, of 
SL Augustine. Fare, $7.00 a day and 
up. 1 stopped at these hotels, about 
five minutes “between meals.’’ The 
streets are very narrow, in many places 
too narrow for vehicles to pass in safe¬ 
ty, and in many places thare are no 
sidewalks, the people, wagons, wheels 
and autos all taking chances in the mid¬ 
dle of the street. Traffic is very slow. 

Leaving St. Augustine I came one 
hundred miles farther South to New 
Smyrna, where I was glad to meet our 
neighbors, Mr. and Mrs. Croaxe. They 
are d< ing light housekeeping; located 
at “The Gables” m Jessamine Park. 
Byron fishes every day. 

New Smyrna, too, is a quaint old 
town of about one thousand natives and 
some number of tourists. It is located 
on tne Indian River about two miles 
from the oce^n inlet. When the tide 
rises in the ocean it forces the salt 
water into the Indian River and with 
the water comes all kinds of sea fish 
and animals, which makes the fishing 
very interesting and exciting, for vou 
do not know when you throw out your 
bait just what will take it. Maybe a 
nice sea bass weighing 25 pounds, or a 
beautiful stripped Sheephead fish, or a 


blower, or an eel, or perhaps an inno¬ 
cent shark may cut your line above the 
sinker and leave you with your pole in 
hand. 

The Spaniards also settled New 
Smyrna. Forts, convents. Indigo vata 
and canals here that were built many 
years ago, and the immense shell mounds 
indicate that there was a prehistoric 
race dwelt here even before the Indians 
roamed this country. There are miles 
and acres ot shell mounds here twenty 
feet deep. No trouble to have the finest 
roads to be made. They are as smooth 
and hard as plank floors, never anv mud 
and very little dust. 

Mr. and Mrs. Croake and myself went 
sixty miles in three ahd one-half boors 
yesterday in an auto viewing the places 
of interest up and down the coast. We 
went through great orange groves with 
their glossy green leaves and loaded 
with golden fruit. In many places, go¬ 
ing through the natural forest the rood 
was completely arched with magnolias, 
pines and live oaks dropped in pretty 
grey Spanish moss.

A Nebraska Riot. 


Omaha, Neb., Feb. 21.—Following a 
harangue at a mass-meeting at the city- 
hall, in South Omaha, at which two 
members of the State Legislature and 
aa attorney were the principal speak¬ 
ers, a wild mob ot 800 to 1,000 men 
started for the Greek quarter to avenge 
the death of Patrolman Edward Low¬ 
ery. who was shot and killed Fridav 
nignt by a Greek, whom he placed un¬ 
der arrest. Before their thirst for blood 
had been satisfied two boys were shot 
and at least eight persons injured by 
heavy missiles which the crowd used as 
weapons, and not less than thirty build¬ 
ings were partially demolished. The 
injured boys are Frank Sweeney ’ind 
Joseph Gamble, each about 15 years of 
age, who received part of the contents 
of a shotgun fired into the crowd ; by 
the maddened Greeks. The other per¬ 
sona injured were all foreigners. 

A crowd of perhaps 3,000 or 4,000 
quickly gathered to augment the size 
of the mob and a general assault was 
begun on the homes and business places 
of the Greek. This attack was centered 
at Twenty-sixth and Q streets, where 
is located the principal Greek quarter. 
The maddened crowd began its work of 
destruction by throwing stones and 
bricks through the windows of stores 
and houses known to be occupied by 
Greeks. In a very short time havoc 
was made with the fronts of these 
places and the stocks of the stores were 
quickly laid waste.

It is a mistake for any one to suppose 
.tnat there is a different rule of conduct 
I for the wealthy and powerful, from 
that to be applied to the humblest 
citizen. When the tribunals charged 
| with the duty of enforcing the laws en- 
| acted by proper authority cease to apply 
, them to all alike, and fail to regard the 
I fundamental principle of good govern- 
! ment that, before the law. all men are 
■ equal, it will tie an evil day for our 
i country. . 

j “The Enterprise” is proud to say 
that, in this district at least, that day 
has not vet. and it trusts, will never 
I come. 

It is time that m'en cease the erv of 
“persecution.” as a defense to a charge 
1 of having violated the law: if a person 
j indicted be guilty, the enforcement of 
I the law is no persecution, and if he be 
! innocent, a fair trial on the evidence 
| will vindicate him, and also the law 
j which is for the protection of the inno- 
1 cent as well as the punishment of the 
| guilty. 

In these cases, as in all others brought

He has been content withj 
tv^o or three favorites of his own pur¬ 
chasing.

T HE pending appropriation bill for 
the cost of running the District of 
Columbia one year cm l ies $11,974,033, 
being at the rate of $36.21 for each In¬ 
habitant. This does not include the 
cost of new buildings for the govern¬ 
ment itself or the maintenance of such 
as now exist, excepting the appropria¬ 
tion of $220,000 for new buildings for 
ihe district. 

The 1908 population of Washington 
was 339.00(X The latest figures ob¬ 
tainable from the census bureau show 
the cities nearest Washington in size 
to be Buffalo. Pittsburg, Cincinnati. De¬ 
troit, Milwaukee. New Orleans, Newark 
and Minneapolis. In none of these 
does the per capita cost of maln- 
enante equal that of Washington. 


| Milwaukee, with a population of 317.- | 
908. has a corjiorate expenditure of 
$5,548,143, the rate per ekptta being | 
$17 45. 

Minneapolis, with 273,825 inhab- | 
Hants, spent, according to last reports, i 
only $5,021,530. a per capita of $18.34. 1 

Buffalo has a population 6f over 400,- I 
>000. In 1900 she had 381.819. She 
spent in 1906 only $7,609.061—$19.93 
per capita. 

Detroit spends $7,846,305 a year for 
a population of 453,635. Per capita, 
$22.2Q. 

New Orleans spent $6,575,945 for a 
year of city government for a popula¬ 
tion of 314,146. Per capita, $20.93. 

Newark, N. J.. with a population of 
289.634. had a budget of $6,833,198 for 
1906; per capita, $23.58. 

Pittsburg, with a population of 375,- 
082, spent $10,935,738; per capita. 
$29.16. 

Cincinnati has 945.230 Inhabitants, 
and her total corporate payments were 
$10,676,482. The per capita of $30.93 
is the highest o? any city in the Wash¬ 
ington group except Washington itself.
